back-pressure — until the congress 


-now has recovered much of what it

The saving grace of our demo- 


cratic form of government is that 
when we do make a mistake it still 
lies within our power to make cor- 
rection. It the people elect the 
wrong candidate, they find it out— 
and next time elect someone else. 
And if the congress is over-pcrsuad- 
cd by a glib and charming chief 
executive into delegating danger- 
ous authority to one man, why, 
then, congress can itself revoke the 


f' grant — putting things back as they 
were. 


Our conutry is already engaged 


in an undeclared war, and for war 
wo will grant all the authority and 
money that is required. But "war 
powers" must be confined to war 
uses. We aren't going to permit the 
peacetime framework of govern- 
ment to be warped by tinkerers — 
operating slyly when our thoughts 
arc on the enemy. 


McClellan 
Asks for Veto 
Power 


Washington, Jan. 4 — (/P). -^-Sena 


tor McClellan (D-Ark) said today 
131 congress should have 
veto 


power over any "emergency gov- 
ernmental reorganization plans of 
President Truman. 


He said he has prepared a bill, 


to amend the reorganization act 
of 1949, which would require that 
the President submit for congres- 
sional approval his emergemcy re- 
organization proposals. 


Either branch could veto 
such 


proposals but would have to act 
within 15 days, under McClellan1 s 
plan. 


President Truman asked the 81st 


congress for restoration of World 
War II powers giving him authori 
ty to make any governmental re 
organizations he deemed 
neces 


sary in view of the emergency. 
Tho congress declined to grant him 
siich powers. 


McClellan told a a reporter his 


plan provides a method 
for ..the 


president to make emergemcy re 
organizations but requires congres 
sional approval the same as now 
is required for non-emergemcy re 
organizations. Under present law, 
however, congress has GO days ir 
which to consider 
reorganization 


proposals. 


McClellan said his bill provides 


that any reorganization made un 
der it would expire with the emer 
gency or in 1952. 


"No one knows how long 
this 


emergemcy may last." he said. "It 
may go on for years. Once some 
of these changes are in effect it 
might be difficult to get rid 
them. 


"I think congress should have 


a chance to look them 
over. 
I 


don't believe it will hurt to delay 
any of them 15 days — it takes 
much longer than that 
for

Washington, Jan. 4 —(ID— U. S., 


Britain and France will send Rus- 
sia a new note in a few days ask- 
ing clarification of Moscow's latest 
proposal for a Big Four 
meeting. 


Some officials here consider Mis- 
cow's proposals deliberately con- 
fusing. 


While drafting the new note, the 


Western powers arc pressing for- 
ward with plans for creation of a 
Western defense army, including 
Serrnan units. Hope of disrupting 
these plans is generally regarded 
in Washington as the major rea- 
son for Russia's talking about a 
tour power conference now. 


Secretary of State Acheson and 


Jen. Dwight D. Eisenhower, 
re- 


cently named Allied commander 
in Europe, arranged to meet to- 
day for a discussion of the 
task 


which awaits Eisenhower, the or- 
ganization of the European force 
within the framework of the North 
Atlantic treaty. 


.Responsible officials said there 


is no intention in this or any other 
important Western capitul to per- 
mit Soviet diplomatic maneuvers 
to divert or slow down the 
de- 


fense preparations.

trary, • Eisenhower's talk with

Washington authorities and his im- 
pending trip to Europe are expect- 
ed to have the opposite effect. 


The three Western powers, nev- 


ertheless, have agreed not to close 
any door to negotiations with Rus- 
sia which provides a real chance 
of casing world tension. Out 
of 


this basic attitude, 
and 
despite 


deep scepticism about Russia's in 
tcntions, rose the plan to send 
Moscow another note. 


That this will be a clarification 


of Russia's position on u Big Four 
meeting was indicated by Ache- 
son at a news conference yester- 
day and later confirmed by other 
officials. A final di'aft is expected 
to be worked out by Washington. 
London and Paris late this 
week 


or early next week. 


Acheson himself did not call the 


Russian note confusing but he did 
say a further explanation of whal 
the Soviets were getting at

The suspicion that the wording 


was deliberately va g u e 
arises 


from the fact that confusion may 
be viewed in Moscow as a usefu 
weapon. The Soviet note has been 
interpreted in France for exanv 
pie, and to a lesser extent in Brit- 
ain as showing a real interest in 
working out plans for a Big Four 
conferccc.

Against i 
were 130 Democrats, 42 Republi 
cans and one independent. 


Advocates of tho change claimed 


it was necessary to prevent action 
on undersirablc and costly non-de 
fensc bills.
